[ext] Munich — A scant 3 weeks ago, when Bavarian Interior Minister Gerold Tandler 
preseated the Free State's report by ite Office for the Protection of the Constitu- 
tion for last year, it was more out of habit than anything else that he vas 
asked about the Hoffmann Military Sports Group, as were his predecessors in office, 
Rruno Merk and Alfred Seidl, As he had done last year, Tandler responded that the 
group as such had been banned by the FRG .nterior Ministry since 30 January 1980, 
Bavarian authorities having laid the groundwork with their investigations, More- 
over, he said there vere no indications that the military sports group was @ill in 
existence and active, 


This customary response by the interior minister caused his hearers to overlook a 
conclusion that stands in a special light when viewed with hindsight: Tandler, who 
knew then that Hoffann was in Lebanon and had also spent some time in Damascus, had 
said at he time that further police activity relating to former members of the out- 
lawed group was being carried on "within the framework of a followup e 
as it were, Th interior minister merely touched upon the &ct that the rightwing- 
extremist commercial artist was transporting mall used trucks to the Midd e East 
not only to finance his expmsive life style at Ermreuth Castle — similarl,, he 
merely alluded to Palestinian circles with which Hoffmann is alleged to have estab- 
lished contact, 





Little attention was paid to these references 3 weeks ago, even though it hac been 
divulged on 2 May that a pair of sunglasses belong ng to Hoffmann's mistress had 
been found near Jewish publisher Shlomo Levin, who hai been murdered on 19 December 
of last year, Franziska B,, who has meanvhile also been arrested (on suspicion of 
membership in a terrorist organization), has said that sie owned the glasses in 
question tit later lost the, 


Footprints at the scene of the crime in the Erlangen villa owed by Levin's mistress 
Frida Poeschke, who vas also murdered, are said to be identical with those of 
Franziska B, This was not confirmed by the Nuremberg Public Prosecutor's Office, 
but neither was it denied, On the other hand, Chief Prosecutor Ludwig Prandl did 
deny reports that a weapon that could have beam used in the murders had been seized 
at Hoffmann's home in May, 











As recently ag a month ago, the Bavarian LIV vas unwilling to say that it knew 
where Karl Hielng Hoffmann was and what he was doing, No one was :upposed to be 
give warning, Nevertheless, it now appears that the hushed investigations were 
not what led to the apprehension of the forwer ailitary sports group leader Last 
woek at Frankfurt Airport as he sat waiting for his plane to leave for the Middl: 
Saute According to current reports, information in the hands of security officials 
concerning prepara.ions for attempted bombinge was not sufficient back in 1980 for 
an arrest based on a compelling suspicion of commission of a crime, 


Hoffmann's arrest was apparently made possible only as the resul. of statements by 
rightiet extremists who are alleged to have bee with Hoffmann ior paramili 

training in the Middle East, in Lebanon and/or Syria, Once aware of the penalties 
that threatened them in tho FRG, they are said to have gotte in touch with a German 
embassy and told what they knew, 





Though. rumors are rife concerning the draight &cts, though very differmt versions 
of the dory about these men fom Hoffmann's group are making the rounds, the question 
as to their possible motives has to be left totally to speculation: Did they want 
to break away — out of fear, perhaps? Or vere they counting on receiving sore 
lenient sentences if they told all? 


The Federal Prosecutor's Office in Kav] sruhe has said that reliable reports from 
which to derive a complete picture of the circumstances of Hoffmann's arrest and 
his activities since the beginning of last year cannot be expected until the first 
of next week, The only certainty is that Hoffmann is in prison in Nuremberg, where 
that city's public prosecutor's office — or, more precisely, Public Prosecutor 
Gerulf Schmitt — is conducting the inquiry on behalf of Federal Prosecutor General 
Kurt Rebmann, Franziska B,, Hoffmann's mistress and ower of Ermreuth Castle near 
Forchheim, is in pre-trial custody at the Neudeck Women's Prison in Munich, Another 
certainty is that weapons and explosives — in unknown amount. — have been found 
in the area of the castle and that the search is continuing in wooded areas that 
had been occupied by the former military sports groupece.s 


Nothing is to be learned from the interior ministries in Bonn and Munich because the 
Federal Prosecutor's Office has commandeered all reports, It is a situation similar 
to that on <2/ September of last year, when Hoffmann and five of his supporters had 
bem taken into temporary custody following the Oktoberfest bombing in Munich but 
were later released because o° a lack of compelling evidence of participation in the 
attack, The Bavarian authorit. s had been sworn to strict secrecy at that time, 


For many years there has been political strife in Bavaria over the "Hoffmann Military 
Sports Group," with people charging the state government with downplaying the s#rious- 
rezc of the group's activities and repeatediy demanding that the group be banned, 
Indeed, in the summer of 1977 when Alfred Seidl was @i1l minister of the interior, 
the ministry had come to the conclusion that there had hitherto been no indications 
"that the 'military sports! being carried on by Hoffmann represent practice for the 
subsecuent struggle against the existing free and democratic basic order," 


Nevertheless, especialy since there had been various criminal proceedings against 
Hoffmann, there had been @rly evidence of the wal aims of the group, which by the 
end had grown to 400 members in various FRG states, A Nuremberg verdict dating from 
1976 revealed that the military sports group was directed against the constitutional 








order, An editorial in one of the group's own publications quoted this remark from 
young members of the group: "Chief, how much longer till th takeover?" 


With reference to jemands for a ban, however, the Bavarian state government — the 
baden=Wuerttemberg Interior Ministry as well, by the way — repeatedly pointed to 
the regponaibiiity of the federal government by vi tue of the interstate etivities 
of lloffmann's followers, In the ond, the federal government accepted this responsi- 
bility, and on 16 January 1980 Interior Minister Gerhart R, Baum signed the order on 
the ban, which was executed 2 weeks later in the early morning hours, A number of 
military vehicles and other implemmts were seized during this operation,

PARMERS' FINANCIAL DIFFICULTIES--Tie grainfields have really begun to receive an 
abundance of summer heat, but for many farmers, esrecially in West Jutland and 
North Jutland, the good harvest prospects are not auch of a consolation. A con- 
siderable portion of the harvest ‘s already pledged to the heavy goods companies. 
Ae a result of the crisis in agriculture, the mortgaging of crops, which was a rare 
phenomenon some years ago, has become a part of the struggle for survival of the 
many farmers who are threatened with forced sale of their property. To get money 
for seed grain and fertilizer, mortgages are made out in January pledging the next 
harvest, gany months later, as security. Section Chief Verner Pedersen, of the 
"Free Heavy Goods Trade" national association, says, "At a heavy goods association 
in Thy, they have taken 75 crop mortgages this year as compared with 5 or 6 last 
year. Organizations in other places also report an increasing number of mortgages, 
and specifically in the areas where there is a large amount of animal production." 
In the spring, it was feared that crop mortgages would finance up to a third of the 
seed and fertilizer which would be used to cultivate the soil. “However, it wasn't 
that bad. Crop mortgages are not prevalent on the islands," the section chief s».. 
Specifically, it is the grain which is benefiting from the present sunshine. Th: 
large amounts of precipitation in the early part of the summer did not do the bee 
and potato fields any good, and it is questionable whether the heat can manage to 
etraighten out the damage.

STATISTICN OFFICE SERS HALT TO GROWTH NEXT YEAR

{[Article: “Beonomic Growth Came to Halt in Beginning of Year") 


(Text) Finland's economic growth came to 4 stop in the first quarter of this year. 
However, in epite of this stagnation the number of jabe has continued to increase. 

On the contrary, imports have clearly decreased. Inflation has continued at nearly 
the same rate as in the last quarter of last year. 


“Until the beginning of the current year production has increased at a rather even 
and forceful rate particularly during the last 2 years. During the first quarter 
of the year production increased almost exclusively in the public sector and total 
production increased only a little less than 1 percent over the previous year,” 
states a preliminary economic report compiled by the statistical center. 


Also growth in exports, which has continued for a long time, came to 4 standstill 
in the first quarter of the year. As far as imports are concerned, the amount of 
raw materials as well as fuel and lubricants clearly decreased. On the other hand, 
imports of investment products continue to grow. 


It is estimated that the amount of imported goods and services decreased approxi- 
mately 9.5 percent during the first 3 months of the year. However, it is estima- 
ted that the amount of exports remained at the previow: year's level. According 
to foreign trade statistics the surplus in the balance of trade for the first 
quarter was 973 million markkas. 


As far as industrial production is concerned, wood and paper industry production 
fel) off by approximately 1 percent in the firet quarter of the year, the metal 
industry for its part increased its production by approximately 3 percent, and 
s«~calied other indw tries increased production by 1.5 percent. 


Production in the area of clectricity, gas, and water decreased 9 percent altoge- 
ther. However, electric consumption increased by approximately 3} percent since 
the importing of electricity increased considerably and electric power exports de- 


creased correspondingly . 


Hovsing construction activity fell of by approximately 1 percent. Land- and 
hydro-construction as well as agriculture and forestry decreased by the same 











degree. Communications production for ita part decreased 2 percent and produc- 
tion in the public sector increased 2.5 percent. 


Investment Increased Slightly 


It is estimated that personal consumption increased by approximately .5 percent. 
At the same time public conswaption expenditures increased by approximately } 
percent, states the report. 


It is estimated that the amount of .nvestments increased by approximately 1 per- 
cent in the first quarter. This growth is the result of an increase of approxi~- 
matiy 1.5 percent in private investments. On the other hand, public investments 


decreased by approximately 1 perecent. 


Construction investments decreased by approximately } percent. This was 4 result 
of the reduction in so-called productive construction investments since it is 
estimated that housing construction investments increased by approximately 1.5 
percent.

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EFFECTS OF CONTINUING INFLATION PLAGUE ECONOMY

[Text There has been no change, unfortunately, on the price front. Like each year, 
summer ie the moment of reckoning when rents and public sector prices are updated. 
But thie year under the new administration there is an innovation--the domestic tax 
on fuel hae been raised by 6 centimes a liter, and other increases have only been 
postponed. Are these indications of a new escalation in French prices? 


Like other companies, public firms are undergoing increases in the cos:s of pro- 
duction. For example, the raw material imported by Gas of France increased by about 
45 percent during the first 6 months. In addition, Electricity of France is heavily 
in debt. It borrowed 21 billion france last year and must once again rely on credit 
this year to finance ‘2 nuclear program that is underway. On a market affected by 
the dollar and by creuit, it will cost dearly. Electricity of France's expected 
deficit for this year came to 10 billion francs. 


The government, of course, must do something. But what? Since the French will have 
to pay in any case, they can do it as taxpayers, with the national budget absorbing 
the deficit, or as users, with a rate increase at least partially balancing the 
books. Raymond Barre had chosen the policy of "truth in prices," although this was 
somewhat toned down as the presidential election approached. Jacques Delors has 
fallen into step and has partially made up for lost time. Since 1 July domestic 
prices of electricity have been raised 15 percent, of gas 17 percent. In addition, 
the French National Railroads have raised the cost of transporting certain indus- 
trial products 7 to 8.1 percent. Rents subject to the law of 1948 were increased 
10 to 13 percent. 


Unfortunately it hasn't ended. The increase in fiscal recepts which the National 
Assembly will discuss and certainly vote on this month includes a raising of the 
fuel tax. Parisians will be paying 3.98 france for super gasoline as of 1 August. 
This should bring the state 910 million france between now and the end of the year, 
2.2 billion in a full year. It will be used to finance social measures which will 
therefore not be payed for only by the “rich.” 


And that's not all. Charles Fiterman, the new minister of state for Transportation, 
announced that the increase in passenger fares for the national railroad and the 





Parise subway would be postponed for the time being. The French National Railroads 
asked the government for a 13.2 percent increase on 1 January. They got only 7 
percent on 31 March. Thue there is a need now for a new increase of at least 6,2 
percent in passenger fares, without which the national budget will have to make up 
the difference. It is worse for the Paris syatem: about a 20 percent increase is 
needed to avoid worsening the deficit. There will be difficult negotiations ahead 
for Charles FPiterman and Jacques Delors. 


Although he is convinced of the necessity for "truth in prices,” the minister of 
economy and finance is anxiously looking at the inflation rate. He knows that he 
will not again soon see the relatively good rate of May (40.9 percent). Since 
last month the increase has certainly passed the 1 percent mark once again, and it 
is unlikely that it will reverse itself. The official experts have already revised 
their predictions upward: they are now expecting a 14.2 percent yearly rate. 
Private predictions are more pessimistic: 15 to 16 percent. 


In the new government there are already those who are sorry they attacked Raymond

[Text] “The more vigorously the Liberal Party and the Conservative People's Party 
agitate against the Social Democratic Party the more they are wrecking their 
chences of being regarded as having credible alternative governing potential. By 
doing that, they almost force the Social Democrats over into the arms of the left 
wing. Therefore cooperation across the middle is the only thing that can save 
Danish society politically and economically.” 


That is what former Prime Minister Hilmar Baunsgaard thinks. He also thinks that 
political parties should be ready to risk their political existence by cooperating 
with each other--precisely as he himself had to stretch a point in 1968 when he 
became the leader of the nonsocialist VKR [Liberal Party-Conservative People's 
Party-Radical Liberal Party] government. 


Hilmar Baunsgaard left the Folketing and Danish politics in 1977. He has not 
involved himself in current politics since then, bet he now is giving his views on 
Liberal Party-Conservative People's Party cooperation and a nonsocialist Denmark 
for the first time. 


Sourgeois 


"And how, then, does a former Radical politician define the word ‘bourgeois'?" he 
was asked. 


"In the prevalent political perception, of course, that will mean nonsocialist. 
Some people will probably read into it the additional meaning that one must not 

xe oriented too far to the left--on cultural questions, for example. Do I regard 
myself as ‘bourgeois’? If one confines that to the ‘nonsocialist' concept, I am 
unreservedly ‘bourgeois.’ But on some questions I have another attitude which many 
people will regard as ‘non-bourgeois.' That can be on cultural, and to a certain 
extent, perhaps, religious matters. But, as I have said, I do not believe in 
socialism. We have documented the fact that it is not viable--at any rate, not 
viable from the point of view of what I consider to be the decisive factor in 
existence: personal freedom and respect for the individual." 











"Do you think that Danish society is ‘bourgeois’ today?" he was asked. 


"I do not doubt that a majority of the Danish population is nonsocialiet,” he said, 
"but when it comes to slight differences of meaning in regard to all the other 
circumstances of existence, | am wore skeptical. For example, that may be true of 
the etruggle tor equality of the sexes or of views toward art and literature=-thus, 
1 am not sure whether some of the bourgeoisie do not underestimate the population's 
attitude. The discussion in this country often involves an assumption that one is 
either ‘bourgeois’ or a socialist. I think there are many other fine shades of 
meaning which should be taken into consideration. 


"Would I designate the VKR government as ‘bourgeois'? Yes, according to the 
definition I tried to give for it earlier. The VKR government was ‘bourgeois’ as 
far as being nonsocialist was concerned, but there definitely were several of its 
members who were not ‘bourgeois’ in the narrower meaning of the word." 


Bourgeois Mistake 


"Do you believe that a VER government can be formed again, and will it be 
trustworthy?" he was asked. 


"Not as the situation appears today," Hilmar Baunsgaard replied. "It is clear that, 
for example, from the way the defense negotiations were conducted, it would be herd 
to make it appear trustworthy. I also believe that it will be difficult for another 
reason--and that again is one of the fine distinctions which are hard to explain 

but which are entirely evident to anybody who keeps abreast of evente--it is a 
temptation for the Liberal Party, the Conservative People's Party and perhaps 

other parties, too, to think that the fact that one is not a socialist absolutely 
must be turned around to mean that he is against the Social Democratice Party. 
‘Either the Social Democrats or us' is set up as an alternative. No provision is 
made for cooperating with the Social Democratic Party, and that, I think, is very 
often a mistake in the attitude of the nonsocialist parties. And now there quite 
clearly is a generation of Radicals which will not accept turning against the Social 
Democratic Party. It is enough for one to be against pursuing a socialist policy-- 
but not unilaterally against the Social Democratic Party." 


Confrontation 


"But with that opinion prevailing among the Radicals at present, doesn't that 
simply mean that the Liberal Party and the Conservative People's Party are being 
thrown into each other's arms?" he was asked. 


"Yes, but there is always the added question as to what is cause and what is effect. 
I could easily find many Radicals now who would say that what is happening is the 
precise opposite. They would say that, because the VK [Liberal Party and Conserv- 
ative People's Party] is agitating so vigorously against the Social Democratic 
Party, a distinction is being created between the Radical Left and the others--that 
is, the Radical Left considers it necessary for the Social Democratic Party to be 
included in any program of cooperation. Personally, I believe that it would be 
wise for the nonsocialist parties not to take such a strong line. Indeed, what is 
dangerous in our political system at present is the fact that a policy of 
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confrontation results in 4 strengthening of the extreme wing. On the one hand, the 
SF (Socialist People's Party) ie growing, while at the same time one cannot shake 
off the Progressive Party on the other wing," the former prime minister said. 


“Are you satisfied with the attitude the Radicals have at the moment?" he was asked, 


"I make it a rule not to pase judgment on people now that I myself am no longer 
involved," he replied. 


Economic Plan 


“But to come to the aid of representative government, there is no doubt, where I am 
concerned, that a sufficiently large oumber of parties (without making a distinction 
with regard to the extreme wing) should prepare an economic plan. I am not an advo- 
cate of the socialist ideaof S-year plans, but at present we are in a situation 
which leaves us no choice--a situation where something of that sort is necessary. If 
one were to investigate what lies behind political slogans and what I call confron- 
tation agitation, it would become apparent that disagreements amony paities are not 
so terribly great on economic policy," he said. 


"Ile that the great old idea of a government consisting of the four old parties?" 
he was asked. 


"It doesn't really need to be a government,” he answered. “I am not so much of an 
opponent of what I just now called confrontation politics that I forget that a 
preliminary condition for the existence of democracy is the presence of an element 
which has the responsibility of governing and an element performing the function 
of an oppositional group. But I think that our economic problems are so urgent 
that we should say to each other: ‘All right, there are certain things on which 
we disagree, and we will not forget that, but now there is something here which 
needs to be worked out.’ In fact, that was what lay behind the creation of the 
VER ge vernment. It was not because the Radicals and Conservatives suddenly became 
tond of each other's points of view. No, it was a very special objective. It was 
something that needed to be done then and there, and so all disputes had to be set 
aside for the time being. I really mean that seriously. It is 5 minutes to 12 now, 
if it is not already 5 after i2. 


"But one is producing an artifical relationship between two irreconcilable 
a¢versaries. However, it should be possible to establish a program of economic 
cooperation. As far as | am concerned, I think people shou.id willingly set aside 
their tdeologies for a few years. They certainly will survive, all the same. One 
should have the courage required to explain to the population why we were cooper- 
ating. And the population knows very well that something is seriously wrong with 
our economy.” 


The VER 


"Yes, it is the economic situation in Denmark which weighs me down," said the 
former Prime Minister, “and | feel an urge to mention one important thing about 
the VKR government because many people say, ‘but you actually didn't do anything.' 
When the VKR government was formed in 1968, our objective was to reorganize the 
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economy, and therefore we set up the firet perapective planning committee. We had 
not realized that the social apparatus had become so complicated that it would take 
us 2 and 1/2 years to finish the job. Consequently, we did not get the final 
result until late in the spring of 1971. The VKR worked out ite financial bill, 
which was based on the truths we had learned through perspective planning. But 
then came the election, and we got a Social Democratic government supported by the 
SF. The firet thing Jens Otto Krag did when he took over the running of the govern- 
ment was to dismiss perspective planning casually with the phrase ‘an armchair 
atrategiat's theory.’ And in that way he changed course. It should be emphasized 
that it was as if the achievements of the VKR government were only some old, worth- 
less roots which had to he swept away. There is a danger of precisely the same 
kind of confrontation .«v if the Social Democratic Party's proposal is opposed 
too violently. 


"After the election in 1971, I also tried to get the Social Democratic Party ard 
the VKR parties to get together on a solution for the economic problems whose 
existence we had demonstrated through perspective planning. I told Krag that I 
would be glad to try to gain agreement that it should remain with him as prime 
minister, but he did not want it." 


Slogans 


"Is it the extreme wing which is to blame that some of the parties cannot cooperate 
with each other at present?” he was asked. 


"It is a contributory cause," he replied. “But the most essential cause now is 
the fact that people continue to believe, fur one reason or another, that, by means 
of slogans, they will be sure to obtain 4 sufficiently large following to be able 
to govern without the others. The truth is that the Social Democratic Party cannot 
do that. At present, the Social Democratic Party has had to try to cooperate with 
some nonsocialist parties. It is also the truth that the Liberal Party and the 
Conservative People's Party also will never be able to rule without cooperating 
with other parties. 


VK Trustworthiness 


"Is the VK cooperation which has been initiated a trustworthy alternative to the 
Social Democratic government?" he was asked. 


"That depends upon what one means by the word ‘alternative,’ Hilmar Baunsgaard 
replied. "I certainly do think the two parties can govern together, but if they 
were to create the impression among the population that that would mean an entirely 
different economic policy and it then turned out that the quite appreciable dif- 
ference between it and that of the Social Democrats did not exist, after all, they 
would have created a dangerous situation. If the Liberal Party and the Conserva- 
tive People's Party create such a condition characterized by conflict with the 
Social Democratic Party before the election that the latter moves into a negative 
position of clear-cut opposition, how will they get results on the economic front 
in that way? That calls for self-control on the part of the nonsocialist parties 
and the Social Democratic Party, too. 
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"The harder the nonsocialist parties clash with the Social Democratic Party the 
more they reduce their own chances, By opposing it in too partisan and harsh a 
manner, so that a confrontation with the Social Democratic Party results, they will 
almost force the Social Democrats over into the arms of the left wing. No, cooper- 
ation must exist--write it right across the middle, for it certainly is the truth. 
And if politicians are willing to do so, they definitely can cooperate with each 
other. Actually, | would like to know whether people think it was easy for me, as 
a Radical, to jump over and be the leader of a VKR government. Confound it, that 
was something! I had to set aside my own inclinations, and everybody must do that 
if they want to participate in solving the most urgent of all problems." 


We Must Take Chances 


"It is obvious that there may be a reaction by the extreme wing to such cooperation, 
but we must all take chance. I once ventured to say--it sounds like a platitude-- 
that a politician who is not ready to risk his political existence is not entitled 
to exist," said Hilmar Baunegaard. 


"Was that what you were doing in 1976 when you said that you did not want to be 
involved any longer?" he was asked. 


"I couldn't say about that now. When I made that decision there was nothing to be 
risked. But I believe very seriously that a political party which is not ready, if 
it is necessary out of consideration for society, to risk its existence is not 
entitled to exist," the former prime minister said. 


Frustrated 

"Do you feel that you are a politically frustrated man today?" he was asked. 

"Oh, no," he replied. “Like most people, I am frustrated over the fact that we have 
not coped with our economic tasks better than we have done. I have acquired 20 
years of experience in the Folketing, and I fully realize how hard it is to work 
with someone, but I am disappointed, all the same, that we have not coped better 
than we have done." 

“Are you passing judgment on yourself and the others now?" he was asked. 


“Let us content ourselves with saying that, in any case, I really am passing 
judgment on myself," said former Prime Minister Hilmar Baunsgaard.

SOCIALIST WORKERS PARTY SEEKS TO ENTER ELECTION

[Text] The fifth working-class party positioned to the left of the Social 
Democratic Party will soon be ready to nominate candidates for the next Folketing 
election. 


The Socialist Workers Party [SAP], if it does nominate candidates, will become the 
13th party which will be courting the voters' favor when election day comes around. 
The party wants to get into the Folketing to keep the other workers' parties up to 
the mark and force the Social Democratic Party away from cooperating with non- 
socialist parties. 


Its effectiveness will be demonstrated in that way. At present, according to its 
own data, the party has “a few hundred members." They do not want to make the 
exac: number public. Like the VS [Left Socialist Party] and the KAP [Communist 
Workers Party], the SAP is afraid of getting the spotlight trained too intensively 
on the size of its membership and its organizational structure. 


The Socialist Workers Party has collected about 25,000 signatures petitioning 
permission to nominate Folketing candidates since 1 February, and they will soon 
be sent to the Ministry of the Interior for final approval. At least 18,120 
signatures must be approved. 


The KAP also has sent about 25,000 signatures in to the Ministry of the Interior 
and approval of its application is expected in a few days. 


The DKP [Communist Party of Denmark] got approval of its collected signatures long 
ago, so that the DKP is ready for a future election. The same is true of the VS 
and the SF [Socialist People's Party], for those two parties, as members of the 
Folketing, will not have to collect signatures before an election. 


Trotskyites 


The Socialist Workers Party consists of the Danish Trotskyites. The party was 
founded in May 1980 ana is the Danish section of the Fourth International, 











Revolutionary Socialists’ Federation (RFS). The party itself apparently believes 
that it is offering the pure socialist product, in contrast with the VS, which, 
according to the SAP, “consists of so many sections that it does not have a con- 
certed policy,” and the KAP, “which, on the international level, regards the Sov. ¢t 
Union as the greatest imperialistic threat." The SAP does no. do that. The party 
believes that the biggest international th.eat is the imperialistic countries, he aded 
by the United States. 


But ia general the SAP wants to fight for the unity of action of the working clase, 
which ie to be brought about by close cooperation among the working class parties-- 
that is, the Social Democratic Party, the SF, the VS, the DKP, the KAP and the SAP. 
Where the definition of “working class parties" is concerned, those are parties 
whose source was the workers’ movement, and that even includes the Social Democratic 
Party, although the SAP believes that that party spoils everything by cooperating 
with the nonsocialist parties. 


Thus, cooperation will take place on the first level between the SF, the VS, the 
DKP, the KAP and the SAP. More accurately, cooperation will probably be limited to 
the VS, the KAP and the SAP and some left-wing organizations. And to tell the truth 
there was not a great deal of cooperation when the left-wing parties were supposed 
to come up with proposals for the wording of demands for agreement. First the SAP 
walked out of the discussions, then the KAP left and then the VS withdrew because 
the political forum had become too narrow. Finally, the Common Course Club (Preben 
Moller Hansen's club), the Federation of Socialists and the Marxist-Leninists were 
left. 


Solidarity 


The Socialist Work: rs Party does not have a party chairman. The party holds a 
congress every year, and the congress is the party's highest authority. Leadership 
between congresses is performed by a central committee with approximately 25 members 
and an executive committee takes care of day-to-day business. The party publishes 

a weckly uewspaper, KLASSEKAMrFN. 


The party savs that it "stande for solidarity with the working class all over the 
world--even in the bureaucratized workers’ states like Poland, where we support 

the workers" struggle against the ruling bureaucracy and for socialist democracy." 
The party also thinks that "the nited States and NATO are arming to put the Soviet 
Union and the cthe: workers’ states under pressure." 


Thus, the Socialist Workers Party wants to work to help “workers' parties to live 
up to their name and merge together in a worker government which wil! protect the 
interests of the working class." 


In KLASS®KAMPEN, Mogens Pedersen, of the SAP's executive committee, says that they 
have a great deal of experience on which to build in putting up candidates for the 
election and that the party's affiliated organizations in various parts of the 
world are in good shape.

WRITER DISCUSSES HOW ASSERTION OF SELF-INTERESTS MAY LEAD TO FINLANDIZATION

[Text] The FRG heading toward "Finlandization"? The assertion has been repeated for 
nearly 3 years now, since Zbigniew Brzezinski thought he detected neutralist tempta- 
tions on the other side of the Rhine. Following the lead of the American adviser, 
the analysts and politicians on both sides of the Atlantic, joined by the West Ger- 
man opposition parties, have wondered about an FRG slip eastward. Some have present~- 
ed polemical arguments, offering in evidence supposed neutralization plans (the fam- 
ous “Bahr plan"), or stigmatizing Bonn's Atlantic lukewarmness as unaccustomed, even 
scandalous, on the part of a government which until the 1960's had supported American 
policy without too much reticence. Others, more moderate and having at first shrunk 
from adopting these conclusions, which they considered hasty, have nonetheless chosen 
to see in the line followed since Winter 1979-1980 the first signs of Finlandization. 
Or rather of a “self-Finlandization,” a “voluntary Finlandization,” for in this case 
it is taken to be less a neutrality imposed by the Soviet Union than a deliberate 
policy desired by Bonn: in this case, an attempt to conciliate, by appeasing ges- 
tures, a neighbor who casts along shadow. 


However, Richard Loewenthal, to whom the origin of the concept of “Finlandization" is 
attributed, calis the notion of “self-Finlandization" absurd. According to the Ber- 
Lim political expert, neither term could, for that matter, describe the West German 
political reality. The FRG government itself has refrained from trying to cut itself 

“pathway between the blocs," and it will be recalled that in Spring 1980, the Chan- 
cellor was unable to conceal his irritation with certain analyses, by the FRANKFURTER 
ALLGEMEINE ZEITUNG in particular, that denounced the government's desire for "ap- 
peasement" and its inconsistencies. ! 


it cannot be denied, though, that West German policy of recent years harbors or re- 
veals a good many ambiguities. One should not, of course, equate the remarks of 
those whom the CDU-CSU opposition summarily terms the “Muscovite fraction" and the 
line of the SPD-FDP coalition in power. As regards the former, one will recall the 
obstreperous declarations of Herbert Wehner, who during the winter of 1978-179 called 
the Warsaw Pact's disarmament effort defensive and who more recently managed to see 
the Soviet intervention in Afghanistan as the reaction of a power on the alert. De- 
spite his moral authority, the leader of the Parliamentary fraction is not represen- 
tative of the Social Democrat majority, still less of the governmental coalition. 
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Moreover, his remarks caused a general outcry, even within his own party. The SPD 
itself cannot be considered to inspire the governmental policy, in view of the make~ 
up of the coalition in power, the inclinations and personality of Mr Schmidt, and 
also in view of the natural divergences between those who are in charge of a party 
and those who exercise governmental functions 


While one may not systematically attribute to the social=liberal government the anal~ 
yses and judgments of Social Democrats, whether they are snipers or not, it is not 
beyond suspicion for all that. As proof of this, in the area of Washington-Bonn~- 
Moscow relations, there will be cited the irritation of the West German leaders with 
the American “human rights" policy, their their balking, followed by reticent and re- 
strained support, when President Carter asked them to adopt certain retaliatory meas-~ 
ures in consequence of the Soviet intervention in Afghanistan, their cautioasness to- 
ward the proposed American enhanced=-radiation bomb, and subsequently, the program to 
deploy medium-range nuclear missiles, their lack of enthusiasm for consolidating or 
extending the Atlantic alliance. In brief, until a recent period everything led one 
to believe that the Bonn government, loosening the transatlantic bonds, was fore- 
stalling Soviet prejudices and objections, and that by being mild with Moscow, it was 
implying criticism of its American ally. And the new American administration does 
not seem close to rallying Bonn entirely to its views in the matter of East-West pol- 
icy. 


It should not, of course, be forgotten that the FRG-American disaccord has a specifi- 
cally West-Weet dimension that feeds in particular on some profound differences in 
the matter of economic policy and exportation of nuclear technology: on these two 
points, Washington's pressures have been felt with bitterness, even with impatience, 
on this side of the Atlantic. Furthermore, FRG-American relations have never been 
without some aspects of conflict that characterize all alliances, and in examining 
the tensions and slidings that occur, one should not entertain the illusion of too 
idyllic a past. In the 1950's as in the 1960's, the two partners harbored mutual 
suspicions, with the FRG fearing that Washington would set it adrift when seeking 
points of agreement with Moscow, or the American administration fearing that Bonn had 
too close an understanding with its Soviet neighbor. 


But are the transatlantic misunderstandings of the same nature as in the past, or 
have they changed as the relationship of forces between the United States and the FRG 
has evolved? Furthermore, are they sufficient to justify a certain pusillanimity on 
Bonn's part vis-a-vis Moscow, and is the relaxing of the transatlantic bonds neces~- 
sarily engendering in the FRG a temptation to “appease” the USSR? In other words, do 
the FRG-American relations and the FRG-Soviet relations constitute a no-win situa- 
tion? On the whole, is it indeed a matter of pusillanimity and appeasement, or might 
one not rather suppose that Bonn wants to play an independent game, neither too pro- 
American nor excessively anti-Soviet? To repeat Raymond Aron's question: "Are the 
Europeans balking at American leadership because they have confidence in themselves 
or because they are afraid of Soviet power? Or is there a third hypothesis that 
combines the first two: the decline of the United States?" 


Beyond the Turmoils of the Elections 
With the crisis of detente, the divergences between the United States and the Federal 


Republic of Germany have never appeared so deep. What might have appeared, a few 
years ago, as simple FRG-American disagreements on one policy or another--the human- 
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rights policy, the problem of strengthening arsenale=-has extended to the entire do~ 
main of East-West relations, military, economic, political, and, simee the Soviet in- 
tervention in Afghanistan, has involved some fundamental questions: the nature of 
East-West relations, and more specifically, analysis of Soviet ambitions and elabora~ 
tion of an appropriate Western policy. Is the Soviet Union trying, a8 situations 
arise, to obtain advantage from local upsets, or is it pursuing a policy of general-~ 
ized expansion; and depending on the interpretation adopted, should the West pursue 
detente or go back to "containment"? 


Whereas in the United States, despite many nuances, the Carter administration was in 
near-complete agreement in seeing the Soviet intervention in Afghanistan as a desire 
for expansion, in the FRG, it will be recalled, the representatives of the principal 
parties have expressed the most diverse opinions, running the gamut between the two 
extreme hypotheses. The opposition leaders, H. Kohl and F.-J. Strauss, as well as 
Manfred Worner, the CDU's specialist on military questions, have drawn conclusions 
analogous to those of Washington. Inversely, Herbert Wehner, as was mentioned above, 
diagnosed it as a defensive measure, while Willy Brandt minimized the scope of the 
intervention. These reactions, coming from the right and from the left of the poli- 
tical checkerboard, were scarcely surprising, after all. Neither was the attitude of 
the federal chancellor, who saw no need to interrupt his vacation, and who in his New 
Year speech hardly showed his usual firmness in condemnation of the Soviet operation. 
And hadn't he declared a few days earlier that the Soviet leaders, far from being ad- 
venturers, desired peace? 


The nature of the Soviet intervention--a surgical operation or a phase of an expan- 
Sionist epic?--put the future of Europe in question, and those who adopted the second 
hypothesis could not help but fear that in the more or less short term, Berlin, Ham- 
burg or Paris would suffer the fate of Kabul. A groundless fear, according to Helmut 
Schmidt and his minister of foreign affairs, who judged the Soviet intervention "re- 
versible." By so doing, they reduced it to the dimensions of a particular case, lim- 
ited in time, circumscribed in a precise region. From that it was only a step to in- 
voking the "“divisibility" of detente--a step that some took, althought the Franco-FRG 
(Ommunique of February 1980 clearly condemned that notion. 


The divergences between Mr Strauss's analysis and that of Mr Schmidt should not be 
exaggerated, though. While the former denounced the planetary ambitions of the Sovi- 
et Union, he nonetheless agreed with his political adversary that Moscow did not want 
to trigger a Third World War. While the latter desired a divisibility of detente, he 
denounced the dangers that the new military and political relationship of forces in 
Asia posed to the Gulf region, and therefore to Europe. From the chancellor's point 
of view, the divisibility of detente did not dispense the FRG or Europe from any ac- 
tion, but it was important not to react too brusquely by recourse mainly to sanc- 
tions. The Afghan crisis, the chancellor was to say during 1980, does not put Europe 
back into the situation of 1938-39, which was owing to Hitlerian expansionism, but 
rather to that of 1914, which was imputable to a lack of mastery of international 
difficulties. The government's reticence ‘oward an American policy of sanctions, 
judged inappropriate and even dangerous, is thus explained. 


Indeed, the chancellor seemed regretful in deciding in favor of the boycott of the 
Olympic Games demanded by President Carter, and, refusing to impose sanctions on the 
USSR for its military intervention, he contented himself with an embargo on strategic 
products and with symbolic declarations. This was a compromise between the political 
necessity to support the American protector and fear that it would precipitate a cri- 
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sis. It was also 4 compromise between the proposals of the SPD, which, behind Willy 
Brandt, opposed the reprisal measures, and the minister of foreign affairs, who fav~- 
ored a demonstration of Atlantic solidarity, The opposition, quick to demonstrate 
ite Atlanticiem and to call for “sacrifices,” had a good hand to play in denouncing 
the ruling coalition's palinodes and “neutraliet” tendencies. 


If one credits certain polls, though, they express the desires of a sizable minority, 
and in certain cases even 4 majority, of the FRG population. To the question "Do you 
desire a ‘greater independence of the FRG visewaevie the United States’ or ‘uncondi- 
tional support by the FRG for American foreign policy'?, 49 percent of those ques- 
tioned answered yes to the former part (29 percent no), and 52 percent no to the lat= 
ter part (26 percent yes), whereas 45 percent considered that military neutrality on 
the part of the FRG and of the GDR ‘would contribute in an appropriate manner’ to the 
maintenance of peace." 


But one should not overestimate the importance of these resulte--even if one deliber~ 
ately intends to keep out of the debate on the reliability of the methods used by the 
various West German opinion-research inetitutes. Since the firet days of the Fed- 
eral Republic, the West Germans have in fact proved favorable to a policy of neutral- 
ity between East and West--sometimes a minority of them, but sometimes a majority, 
particularly in the second half of the 1950's, or during the 1970's. But when they 
are asked not about the policy they would like to see followed by Bonn but rather 
about their preference as to the military ste’us of the FRG, only a minority declare 
in favor of neutrality. At most, it can be noted that on the one hand, the SPD's 
sympathizers, and on the other hand, particularly those under 20 and those who have 
received higher education are more favorable than the others to neutrality status. 
West German public opinion therefore remains attached, in its majority, both to the 
FRG's staying in NATO and to maintenance of the American nuclear umbrella, from which 
it expects protection in case of Soviet threat .> 


To be sure, public opinion in 1980 still believed in the possibility of a war (58 per- 
cent). But even though Moscow's use of force signifies the partial collapse of the 
policy of detente, the majority of the West Germans do not understand it to be called 
into question. And in 1981, the majority of West Germans are declaring in favor of a 
policy of conciliation.© All in all, the coalition government's attitude appears to 
respond to the expectations of public opinion, better than the opposition can claim 
to be doing. 


If one can legitimately distinguish the Social Democrat and Liberal line from the 
stances taken by the CDU-CSU, it would nevertheless be illusory to think that the 
fronts are clearly defined and the policies coherent. On the one hand, indeed, one 
might well believe that despite their divergences on diagnosis of the crisis and the 
immediate measures to be taken, the government and the opposition have been closer 
than they would have liked it to be understood. Contrary to Washington, none of the 
political parties, or public opinion either, for that matter, would like to see de- 
tente brought into question so easily. Although the rhythm of official contacts be- 
tween East and West slowed down at the beginning of spring 1980, they picked up again 
rapidly, and Mr Strauss was not the last to visit socialist capitals. But it should 
be understood, of course, that the opposition declares itself ready- -contrary to the 
federal government--to risk detente, the better to preserve it. In addition while 
being favorabie, in varying degrees, to the resumption of continuance of negotiations 
on disarmament, the coalition in power as well as the opposition recognize the neces- 














sity of strengthening the Atlantic Alliance, #0 a8 to reestablish East-West military 
equilibrium’ and to provide economic, political and military support to the countries 
adjacent to the USSR (aid to Pakistan, to Turkey, to Greece, development of ties with 
the Lelamic countries, etc). Finally, with the exception of members of the SPD who, 
like Willy Brandt, seem to give priority to European solidarity, the coalition par— 
ties such as those of the Union stress the importance of the FRG-American alliance, 
even though the latter appear to attach more importance to it than do the former, 


On the other hand, the old splits between the left and right wings of the SPD have re- 
appeared with more force than ever in recent months, indeed in the last 2 years, 
shaking the consensus on the questions of external security. This was seen especial-~ 
ly when Karsten Voigt, among others, appeared to challenge the delicate compromise 
that came out of the December 1977 congress (the "Doppe lbeschluss"” [double resolu= 
tion]): the Social Democratic spokesman of the Parliamentary committee on foreign af- 
fairs expressed the opinion, at the beginning of the year, that the absence of pro- 
gress O° OwLcome in the matter of arms limitation was mortgaging the deployment of 
the American missiles in Europe. But it is aleo the opposition of Social Democratic 
deputies to the sale of arms to Saudi Arabia, their proposal to reduce military ex- 
penditures, etc, that is undermining the foundations of federal policy toward the At- 
lantic Alliance. Finally, it is the conjunction of this opposition from the left 
with heterogeneous groupings, such as the DFU [German Peace Union], close to the Com- 
muniste, the churches, the ecologists, etc. Mobilization around a single theme by 
the pacifists, the opponents of civilian nuclear power, and the extraparliamentary 
opposition (APO)--a sometimes violent mobilization, the outbreak 

of which does not necessarily mean that it garners a wide audience--is upsetting the 
equilibrium within the SPD, without sparing the FDP, for that matter, and is forcing 
the governmental coalition to impotence or into a rigid posture, as is evidenced by 
Helmut Schmidt's recent remarks on Soviet policy or on the pacifism of West German 
youth. 


But the fact remains that a good part of the leaders and of public opinion would, in 
various ways, like to see Europe as an island of peace precisely because they would 
like it to be one: in such case, there would no longer be a question of sanctions or 
of strengthening of weaponry, and more expensive choices would thus be avoided. But 
tranquilizing oneself by striving toattribute reassuring intentions to the Soviets: 
isn't this indeed a form of "Finlandization"?8 


The Ostpolitik and Its Fragile Achievements 


Detente, as people have vied with one another in repeating, has brought tangible ad- 
vantages to the West Germans, and until a recent period, one might have believed that 
the Ostpolitik was bearing fruit in all domains. The West Berlin settlement, to 
which the Big Four guarantor powers subscribed in September 1971, assured to the city 
a certain military and political security and diminished, in principle, the risks of 
a Soviet use of force. With the fundamental treaty of October 1972, entered into by 
the two German states, relations that had been almost broken off since the beginning 
of the 1960's resumed: during the 1970's, several million West Germans went to the 
GDR each year, while several hundred thousand East German citizens were able to visit 
the West; more than 50,000 East Germans took up residence in the FRC. Thanks to a 
rizevle audience of the West German television networks and developed trade rela- 
tions, the presence of West Germany made itseli felt beyond the Elbe. In negotiating 
the 1972 treaty, the SPD-FDP coalition purposed to maintain and strengthen the ties 
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between the two Germanies, and thereby to keep alive the idea of a German nation, 

but if one believes West German public opinion, in whose view the two states are get- 
ting farther and farther away from one another, or if one believes certain analyate 
who see the formation of two national consciousnesses, one is led to wonder whether 
it has really achieved its objective, 


It remains nonetheless that these measures have improved the lot of a good many per- 
sons and has made possible a relative “normalization” of inter-German relations, 

This normalization is observed also in Bonn's political relations, trade relations, 
etc, with the other socialist capitals: in these recent years, more than 500,000 So- 
viet, Romanian, Polish, ete, nations of German origin have been authorized to take up 
residence in the Federal Republic; the volume of Weat German trade with these coun- 
tries has multiplied by five since 1970, and Chancellor Schmidt numbered, with V. 
Giscard d'Estaing, Edward Gierek among the privileged partners. 


It is precisely this relative "normalization" of relations with East Europe which, 
more than the immediate gains, has conferred on the Ostpolitik all its historic im- 
portance. In abandoning its revisionist pretensions and no longer making German uni- 
ty the preliminary requirement for detente, the Federal Republic stopped upsetting 
its eastern neighbors and importuning its Western allies: it popularized itself and 
thereby lifted the burden that had until then weighed down its foreign policy. With 
increased room for maneuver and even a certain prestige that its negotiating capabil- 
ity had won it, not to mention considerable economic clout, the West German govern- 
ment could thenceforth make its voice heard in international meetings. Its partici- 
pation in the Guadeloupe summit in January 1979 surprised certain observers; but it 
represented nothing that was not a logical development from previous diplomatic ac- 
tivity. 


However, this rise in the FRG's power could not conceal the fact that the %stpoli- 
tik's achievements derived at least partly from the goodwill of the Soviets and of 
their East German allies--the border incidents and anxieties, the needling of West 
Berlin during the 1960's, were a reminder of this--and the fact that despite every- 
thing, the FRG was not a state like other states. Even if one does not take into ac~- 
count the 17 million German “hostages” of the Soviets, the Federal Republic nonethe- 
less remains extremely vulnerable: on the front line, it would be devastated in the 
event of either conventional war or nuclear war, while remaining powerless to ensure 
its security on its own. 


These gages and special circumstances confer on the USSR and its allies a political 
bargaining power vis-a-vis Bonn that they have not failed to make use of, notably 
when the weaknesses of the socialist camp or international tensions called for a 
stiffening of the apparatuses in power, or when Moscow was hoping to divide the At- 
lantic Alliance by isolating the FRG. The decision taken by NATO in December 1979 to 
strengthen theater nuclear armament in Europe, the deterioration of East-West rela- 
tions as a result of the Afghan affair and the threats of destabilization weighing on 
Poland have revived Soviet and East German threats and pressures. Didn't the Soviet 
authorities point out, in Spring 1980, that the FRG's territory would be the first to 
be ravaged by nuclear fire and that in any case, it would not be assured of American 
protection? Subsequently, the East German leaders decided to place severe limita- 
tions on movement between the two Germanies. On the other hand, they let it be un- 
derstood that if Bonn should limit the conditions of inter-German trade (if the USSR 
intervened in Poland, etc), the situation of West Berlin would consequently suffer. 
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In these conditions, one can scarcely be surprised that the West German leaders are 
trying to maintain detente so as to preserve its achievements, that they want to 
check the deterioration of the international climate, since they would be among the 
firet to suffer the consequences, and indeed that they censor their own proposals or 
actions so a8 to forestall Soviet objections, The FRG government refused to respond 
by retaliatory measures to the snub that East Berlin inflicted on it after the elec- 
tions, It is true that the federal government has since then considered not renewing 
the "ewing" agreements, the nominterest credit that it grants to the GDR, if the late 
ter does not change its decision. Such an attitude of well-balanced firmness bore 
fruit in 1973 when East Berlin had already decided, at that time, to increase the 
amount of obligatory foreign exchange for visitors going to the GDR, But the circum- 
stances are different now, and one might fear that Bonn, not wanting to jeopardize 
detente, finds iteelf without recourse. Careful balancing would be followed by im- 
potence. 


It is not as far as the vulnerability of ite economy [as published], very obvious for 
thelast year, that directly or indirectly makes the FRG sen itive to the internation- 
al tensions or pressures. The Federal Republic, extremely pendent on world trade, 
both for importation of raw materials and energy and for ex, rtation of finished pro- 
ducts, is seeking to diversify ite sources of supply and ite markets. Its exchanges 
with East Europe and with the USSR represent only a little less than 6 percent of its 
external trade. However, certain branches, certain firms, export a larger proportion 
of their production to those countries: the exports to the CEMA [Council for Economic 
Mutual Assistance] countries by Mannesmann and by Hoechst came to mn “ly 9 percent in 
1979. Between now and 1985, deliveries of Soviet gas to the FRG wili ‘onstitute 

30 percent of West German natural gas imports. 


Might one not fear that by doing so, the FRG is giving the Soviets means of pressure 
and influence? Without going here into the debate on the advantages of East-West 
trade~-advantages that would be structural for the East and sectorial for the West-- 
it will be noted that the experts remain divided on the question of the dependence 
threshold. Upon the announcement of the FRG-Soviet agreement on deliveries of gas 
(which had been stated in principle, for that matter, at the very time that the FRG's 
chancellor was condemning, in Moscow, the Soviet intervention in Afghanistan), the 
Americans cautioned the West Germans against the risks of dependence if, for a given 
product, upplies from one country exceeded 30 percent of West German imports. The 
West German experts, for their part, fixed 40 percent as the critical threshold. In 
this Byzantine quarrel, what stands out is the political implications: the American 
objections and the West German defiance. 


If there is danger, it lies, in our opinion, elsewhere. It is not the Soviet pres- 
sures or threats of embargo that are to be feared; nor will it be deplored that the 
federal government refused to take strict economic sanctions, which the business 
c.ccles did net want and regarding which it may be asked whether the CDU-CSU, once in 
power, would have applied them more vigorously: sanctions, as one sees after the 
event, are usually evaded. 


it is rather the very philosophy of “weapons of peace” that can be challenged, the 
philosophy that subtended the thought of Egon Bahr when he considered it "necessary 
to institutionalize interest in the maintenance of peace by means of economic pro- 
jects of broad scope that benefit the two parties."”% The FRG chancellor probably 
shares the same point of view, since he favored the establishment of FRG-Soviet eco- 
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nomic relations on a long-term contractual basis and in 1977 even urged=-though vain- 
ly==the solemn ratification by the Parliament of the trade agreement reached between 
the USSR and the FRG for a period of 25 years. Isn't this desire to lock the USSR 
into a network of legal relations like the desire to tie Gulliver down? Furthermore, 
this i8 a policy characteristic of the West German government, more specifically of 
the Social=Liberal coalition, which has never wanted to have recourse to sanctions, 
preferring to make use of trade or financial flows to buy concessions or guarantees. 
But mutual economic ties do not necessarily ensure the political goodwill of the 
partners, especially of authoritarian and centralized states, whereas the FRG gov- 
ernment, anxious to safeguard its economic outlay--or to respect the treaties (a 
point it stressed in the matter of the sanctions)--runs the risk of committing itself 
to too much conciliation. 


The attitude of the West German government and business circles during the Polish 
crisis illustrates perfectly this double impotence, economic and political: Polcnd's 
creditors have seen themselves forced to lend more to their debtor so that it would 
not go bankrupt. Meanwhile the FRG governnent, remembering 1968, refrained from ges- 
tures or declarations that could give the Soviets a pretext for intervention. And 
for these two reasons, Bonn was even less anxious and able to attach political condi- 
tions to the loans to Warsaw. 10 


As at the beginning of the 1960's, the Federal Republic has ceased to innovate in the 
matter of policy toward the East. It is true that at that time it had nothing to 
lose, whereas now a revision of the Ostpolitik could jeopardize its achievements-- 
both the most immediate ones (human relations, etc) and the less tangible ones (se- 
curity, relative independence, etc). In its conservatism, it tends to favor gov- 
ernments now and not peoples any longer, "rapprochement" to the detriment of 
"change." It would certainly be time for a new debate to get underway in the FRG on 
the ultimate aims and on the means of the Ostpolitik--a debate which the coalition in 
power, though, which has linked its name to that of the Ostpolitik, has so far seemed 
to want to avoid. 


An Actor in Search of a Part 


When, during 1980, the Soviet leaders expressed doubts, directed to the FRG govern- 
ment, about the efficacy of the American military protection, they knowingly touched 
a sensitive spot. In the past, the Europeans had on many occasions wondered about 
the capacity and will of the United States to deter or counter a Soviet attack. But 
the relationship of Soviet-American military forces as it has gradually emerged since 
the beginning of the 1970's creates a new situation which justifies these doubts more 
than ever: the mutual "neutralization" of the Soviet and American strategic forces, 
to use Helmut Schmidt's term,!! that accompanies a Soviet superiority in Europe, at 
both the conventional level and at that of nuclear weapons, dissociates the European 
area from the United States more than before, for it is not assured that in the event 
of a limited Soviet attack on the old continent, the American leaders would want to 
jeopardize their strategic forces. 


West Europe, and especially the FRG, as a "front-line state," lacking its own nuclear 
capacity, therefore finds itself singularly disarmed, especially on the political 
level, so long as war remains an academic hypothesis, and is subject not only to the 
Soviets’ pressures but also to Washington's goodwill. However, the decision taken by 
the NATO Council in 1979 to deploy medium-range nuclear weapons in Europe starting in 
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1983 and to undertake talks with the USSR to rebalance and reduce the theater nuciear 
potential will compensate for Weat Europe's military inferiority, but without rem tying 
it political impotence; nor will the presence of Pershing miseiles and cruise 

missiles under American control assure the Western governments against the risks of a 
disinterest on the part of the United States, and the campaign that the Soviets 
launched from Autumn 1979 to Spring 1980 proves that they will scarcely renounce the 
use of the crudest pressures. 


The uncertainties that weigh on the American commitment and the relative disinterest 
that Washington has shown with regard to the problem of the military balance in Eur- 
ope have ‘ed the FRC government to take a number of initiatives that safeguard its 
interests: calling for both a strengthening of the West's medium-range nuclear poten- 
tial and for negotiations to both rebalance and reduce the theater weapons, Soviet 
and Atlantic. che FRG government assigns equal importance to both processes, whereas 
Washington tends to favor the former. Would the coalition in power let itself be in- 
fluenced by the pacifist tendencies that prevail in the SPS? Of course. But it will 
readily be believed that it is also guided by certain realistic considerations: the 
stationing of medium-range nuclear weapons in the FRG, sparing it neither from poli- 
tical pressures nor from destruction in case of nuclear war, will serve the Western 
negotiators as a bargaining counter in the course of the talks which Chancellor 
Schmit, on the occasion o. his visit to Moscow in June 1980, obtained agreement to 
the unconditional opening of. 


Thus the relative success that crowned the chancellor's mission and the prior mis- 
trust of President Carter, who feared that Bonn would fail its commitments by propos- 
ing or accepting a moratorium,!2 only reinforced, in the Federal Republic, a certain 
feeling of isolation, the impression of scarcely being able to count on the American 
elly (not to mention the distressing effect produced by the failure of the operation 
that the Americans organized in April 1980 to save their hostages). 


Even more at the same time that the Federal Republic was doubting the authority and 
effectiveness of the American leadership, it was losing faith in the American values, 
or rather in what it conceived to be the American values. The United States ceased 
to fascinate the west German elites.13 How could it have avoided these disillusion- 
ments, since America was questioning itself? In these conditions, one understands 
better why the FRG government and public opinion were slow to manifest solidarity-- 
and quite a lukewarm solidarity at that--with Washington during winter 1979-1980. 
Whether they criticize American policy or sometimes the very foundations of Atlantic 
solidarity,!4 the West Germans seem to be discreetly leaning toward disinterest in 
the Atlantic Alliance, turning in on itself, and it is significant that those under 
20 have a more favorable attitude toward neutralism than do their elders. 


This disinterest and turning inward, though latent, are nonetheless difficult to re- 
verse. Even if the new American administration succeeded in restoring the political 
and moral authority of the United States, while at the same time respecting the de- 
Sires of its partners, the Federal Republic would not be the model ally. the strong 
right arm of Washington. It was noted above that the Ostpolitik and the modifica- 
tions of the international system during the 1970's had molded a more powerful, more 
independent, more self-confident Federal Republic. 


Until a quite recent period, Bonn was still refusing to assume a role consonant with 
its power. At the United Nations in May 1978, Helmut Schmidt declared: “I speak in 
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the name of 4 country that seither can ar wishes to conduct 4 big~power policy.” 
Constantly wader the fire of criticiem for nearly 30 years, accused fn turn of being 
Atlanticvoriented of not sufficiently so, of being either too revanchist of too ac~ 
comedating toward the Bast, the PRG government has striven to sail in middle waters 
without creating backwashes, In barely 2 yeris, the chancellor has modified his vor 
cabulary: he now calle for increased responsibilities, 4 more important role for his 
country. Public opinion is readier than before for the image of a poserful FRO, ex= 
ercising enormous influence (20 percent) or @ lot of influence (47 percent) on the 
international seene.'5 But this does not prevent the federal government=-and prob- 
ably public opitcon=-from recognizing the limite of this influence, especially in re= 
lations with the East, from taking into account the moral and political constraints 
that continue to encumber its action, and sometimes from being irritated at this. 
All im all, it i @ curious reversal from the 1950's and 1960's, since the West Ger- 
man leaders dare to assert, vie~arvie their allies, that they are redoubling their 
precaution toward the countries of socialist Europe. 





These contrasts between assurance to the West and pusillanimity toward the East, 
these distortions between economic power and military impotence, the ambiguities that 
characterize the political role of the FRG on the international scene, go back, it is 
believed, to the Weet Germans’ questioning of themselves. Once the first enthusiasms 
had taded=-for reconetruction under the auspices of the Pax Americana, for a certain 
idea of Europe=-the disintegration of the myth of economic invulnerability and a cer- 
tain disenchantment with social-democracy left the field oper to the uncertainties 
and insecurity which, according to Richard Lowenthal, arise out of a political and 

« ‘ural uprooting of the FRC.'® To the malaise that the Western democracies are ex- 
per: ing there ie added, in the case of the Federal Republic, a search for identity 
in which certain intellectuals are setting themselves up as the guides. If this is 
true, it will seareely be surprising after the event, inasmuch as the Ostpolit’) hae 
for some 10 years encourage?’ inter-German contacts and revived the West Germans’ so 
licitude for those of the East. It would be an irony of history if the Abgrenzung-- 
ideological demarcation--policy of the East German Socialist Unity Party of Germany 
(SED) were to stimulate the search for or consciousness of a German identity by 
traneplanting to the FRC the intellectuals undesirable in the GDR. One does not 
thereby wish to say that search for identity and desire for national unity must nec- 
essarily be equated: the declarations of Gunter Gaus, the former »cremarent represen- 
tative in Bast Berlin, and the public debate that followed them, would tend to prove 
this. 





The FRG--both powerful and vulnerable, confronted with dilemmas when political and 
military security is involwed, and etill suffering from a “deficiency of legitimacy” 
and 4 lose of cultural identity=-ie in 4 way an actor in search of a pert. Ic is not 
certai.. that @ Evropean political union, which Walter Scheel and Ha.s-Dietricn Gen- 
scher recent! tried hard again to leunch, or the Franco-German dimension, would en- 
able it to find one. The Pranco-German earriage, while based on real though limited 
complementarities, rests on a double misunderstan@ing. The FRC is certainly more at- 
tached to the Atlantic Alliance and to the maintenance of American protection than 
Parise is. Sut the defense of ite national interests, whose site is Central Europe, 
will push it to be more Gaulliet than France. Paradoxically, it is a heightened 
awareness of interests and of the German specificity that could very well lead the 
FRG to 4 certain form of Finlendizetion. 17

TRADE UNTONS VIEW PROS, CONS OF NATIONALIZATLONS

[Text] Business owners are opposed to nationalization, but 

it wae thought that the unions were in agreement about this. 
liowever...While the CFDT hae adopted a wait-and-see attitude, 
the OGT is all in favor and the Workers Force [Force Ouvriere, 
FO) disagrees with both options. 


Next Wednesday before a euphoric National Assembly, Pierre Mauroy will officially 
begin France's nationalization program. In his speech the prime minister will 
define the shape and deadlines for thie still enigmatic “extension of the public 
sector.” It is high time; even in the companies under question, disciples and 
propagandists have so far remained strangely quiet. 


At the COE [General Electricity Company], at PUK [Pechiney-Ugine-Kuhlmann) as 

at Rhone-Poulenc, the alarms of the presidents have been louder than the appeals 
of the unions. The subject has raised more emotion at stockholders’ meet ings 
than at staff meetings. The latest in a line of Cassandras, Jean-Luc Lagardere, 
presivent-director general of Matra, warned the new administration last Monday 
against mking “a premature cut in the umbilical cord of enterprise;" in other 
words, hie military activities which have been elated for nationalization. Being 
unable tc avoid the fatal decision, Lagardere suggested that he be given a grace 
period of “at least 5 years." 


Jacques Delors, minister of the economy, and Edmond Maire, leader of the CFDT, came 
around to a “wait-and-see” attitude one after the other during last weekend. “The 
extension of the public sector should in no way lead to a rampant nationalization 
of the economy,” the minister categorically stated. “Before nationalization we 
would like to see a preliminary phase of attentive examination sector by sector," 
the union leader added. Maire would postpone nationalization until three Long- 
term studies have been done: on industrial strategy, on the future role of the 
regions, and on the workers’ “new rights." These are three areas which them 
selves could take the space of a presidential cern. 


There is a big gap between the principle, which is almost unanimously accepted by 
the left and the unions, and its application in firms which are very socially and 








economically “typical,” CFDT members in the banks, one of the most doctrinaire 
groupe in the union, have demanded a “maximum nationalization” of finance since 
1956, Now that they are on the spot, the militants are questioning this, "“Prob- 
lems such ae the future of the Agricultural Bank or the fate of commercial banks’ 
branches and of local banks has caused discussion within the organization,” admice 
Jean Pierre Mousey, federal secretary. 


liie union must aleo take into account the “bad mood" of the majority of upper 

level white collar workers. At Paribas, CIC [Industrial and Commercial Bank), and 
the Ceneral Bank, anonymous pamphlets denouncing “the riske of civil service 
status," especially for upper level career employees, have been distributed to 

all the staff. In the military divisions of Matra, over 80 percent of the emplovees 
signed a petition addressed to Lagardere affirming their “desire to remain 
independent.” At Dassault, members of the COC [General Confederation of Manazerial 
Personnel] proclaimed their “opposition to any leveling off of the exceptionally 
efficient industrial potential of this company." 


There ie a fear of losing in the “rich” groups and a fear of not taking advantage 
of the manna in the less prosperous “nationalizables," where the prospect of 
nationalization has speeded up some painful reorganizations. “Management has 
resorted to last minute maneuvers in order to exclude from nationalization their 
most profitable activities," accused Jean Magniadas, director of the Confederation 
Center for Economic Studies at the CGT and the man appointed by Georges Seguy to 
negotiate this issue with the government. Last Thursday the CGT, CFDT and FO 
walked out of PCUK's [expansion unknown) central committee in protest against the 
announcement of a series of halts in production. At Rhone-Poulenc Industries the 
division of the chemical firm into seven branches provoked an outcry by the unions. 
"If the government cannot bring a halt to thie situation, there will soon be a 
etrike,” warned Robert Chalines, the CFDT coordinator. And the CGT at Saint- 
Gobain suspects that management wants to avoid nationalization...by changing 
nationality. “Because Roger Fauroux already makes half of his profits abroad." 


Faced with this changeable climate, the CGT and the CFDT, majority organizations 
in most of the nationalizables, have adopted two opposing strategies. For the 
time being, Maire's experts are satisfied calling for a “freeze in the situation," 
although they want to take their time in implementing the “socialization” of their 
firms. In the chemical field, most concerned with PCUK, Rhone-—Poulenc and 
Rouscel-Uclaf, Jean-Pierre Aubert, federal secretary, envisions a very gradual 
operation. “First, a sort of inventory draw up by the government, management 
and the unions; then, a definition of the overall industrial goals of the sector; 
during the interim plan, adjustments on several importanc questions such as pro- 
curement, research or employment, after which we can initiate a full scale 
reorganization." 


A knowledgeable slowness on one hand, a meteoric approach on the other. Inetead 
of this “drop by drop" socialization, Magniadas prefers a “full, complete and 
simultaneous" nationalization. “We would have liked for PUK's case to have been 
brought up in the July session,” stressed, for example, Marc Lecourtois, the CGT's 
delegate. “We hope that it will be settled no later than autum." While waiting, 
his union has begun a national petition to accelerate the process. CGT metal- 
lurgists, invited to the Ministry of Labor Tuesday to negotiate the renewal of the 








ateelworkers social benefite agreement, have ruled that the question te out of 
order, They have given the minister a note demanding the immediate nationalization 
of Usinor and Sacilor-Sollac, but aleo “of the groups Nord-Eet, Marine-Wendel, 
Bapain-Schneider and PUK," 


This procedural difference hides a fundamental disagreement over the end results, 
The CFDT would like to see supple, competitive nationaligzations which do not 
include provisions for privileged personnel, Ite experte rhyme nationalization with 
decentralization. “The groups such as they are today are the ones that refuse to 
decentralize,” atated Mare Bedhet, delegate from PUK. “A few years ago the 
director general of PCUK could not decide on his own to invest over 2 million 
france.” On the other hand, the COT view is much more centralised. CGT's chemical 
delegates, for example, can propose an immediate nationalization to the government, 
Ite specialiets have already made up the list: from the two fluorepar mines of 

PUK to Elf's 9,900 service stations, Centraliem and maximaliem: “If the 
nationalizations go well,” hoped Magniadas, “the French people could ask for more." 


Maire and Seguy agree only on the demand for “new righte" for the employees oi the 
future nationalized firms, but they are apt to confront the opposition of Andre 
Bergeron, The leader of the WF has had a good time denouncing the ambiguity of 
his two partners. Under the guise of nationalization, they see the chance for 
participating in the remolding of French industrial policy. Traditional defenders 
of acquired positions, our “nationalizing” unione are making the hazardous bet 
that they will win over their “troops” through the virtues of reorganization.

CONSENSUS OVER DEFENSE BUDGET ENDING AFTER 32 YEARS 
Copenhagen BERLINGSKE AFTEN in Danish 3 Jul 61 p 1, 13 
[Article by Hans J. Poulsen: “Defense Policy Which Has Lasted 32 Years Breaks Off") 


[Text] Uncertainty with regard to the future of Danis. defense and the pressure 
on this country's economy, with the prospect of a new, record-breaking budget def- 
icit, are some of the serious problems which will continue to burden the government 
during the summer vacation season. There will not be any cabinet meeting in July. 
The 1982 budget has just gone to press, and already a deficit of about 35 or 36 
billion kroner is expected. It will be published in August. The defense debate 
will be resumed on Tuesday, 7 July, but it can be expected to collapse. The 
long-term result of this will be that the prevailing situation in regard to defense 
can become a controversial issue in Danish domestic politics. 





"The government is seeking a broad settlement with respect to defense. Now they 
are even trying to get the Social Democratic Party to join in." 


That bitterly ironic statement could be read in an editor's footnote in AKTUELT 
the other day, and it reveals quite well the difficulties the governing party has 
experienced in establishing itself as a reliable defense party in a period of 
retrenchment. For a year and a half negotiations have been going on for a new 
defense compromise to replace the 1977 compromise, which expired in April 1981. 


Now that the moment of truth is about to arrive, there are strong indications 

that, for the first time since Denmark became a member of NATO in 1949, the Social 
Democratic Party is going to bear the economic responsibility for the adequacy of 
Danish defense all by itself. This time, the government can scarcely count on the 
partners to the 1977 compromise, the V (Liberal Party], the K [Conservative People's 
Party], the CD [Democratic Center] and the KrF (Christian People's Party], regard- 
less of the fact that Defense Minister Poul Sogaard has been provided with a rather 
half-hearted mandate to increase the government's offer by the Social Democratic 
Folketing eroup. The first time around, it was by 44 million kroner, and since 
then--last Monday--by 36 million kroner. That means that the defense budget for 
1982 is being increased by 80 million kroner, which is equal to | percent of the 

8 billion kroner provided for defense in the budget for that year. 
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A Hand's Breadth from a No-Growth Solution 


Regardless of the ‘act that the government's offer to the parties involved in the 
previous compromise amounts to a mere hand's breadth of flexibility by comparison 
with the orginial “no-growth solution" (plus cost-of-living index adjustment), 

no broad compromise is expected. The four parties do not feel satisfied with the 
additional 44 million kroner for the defense of Sjaelland, the additional 20 million 
kroner for training Home Guard people, and the purchase of radio material and the 

16 million kroner for renovating and manning 4 Solover, which are motor torpedo 
boats in the 15-to-20-year-old age group. 


On the other hand, Knud Heinesen, the chairman of the Social Democratic Folketing 
group, thinks that “they have stretched themselves pretty far." However, every- 
thing is relative, and the distance from the 450 million kroner a year for 4 years 
which the parties involved in the former compromise suggested in their proposal is 
considerable. 


Where the Social Democratic Party is concerned, all initiatives are measured and 
weighed, at present, with regard to their effect on employment. Therefore, the 

fact that something like 500 jobs were included in the proposal for the meeting on 
Tuesday was also of importance for the Social Democratic group. It is not regarded 
as improbable there that the Radicals will withdraw from the negotiations because 
the Social Democrats have moved away from the no-growth solution. If the government 
does not come through with some arrangement, it is regarded as probable that it will 
present its own proposal for changes in the 1982 budget. 


The offer of a minor concession in regard to the 80 million kroner is considered 
to be absolutely the government's iast offer, but it will scarcely gain acceptance 
of the budget by that concession. Instead of a compromise on defense, there will 
be a strong movement inthe direction of a collapse of the defense program, followed 
by an intensified debate on the goals of Danish defense and the means available to 
it. 


The Budget's Growing Pains 


The 1982 budget deficit is expected to be about 35 or 36 billion kroner. That is 
more than twice as much as the first offer on the current year's budget. Since it 
was put forward in August of last year, it has operated with a deficit of 16.3 
billion kroner. 


In the current months and years, the government will not be able to avoid realizing 
that, as was the case during the first oil crisis in the middle of the seventies it 
becomes harder and harder to foresee even the most immediate future as far as the 
state's finances are concerned. 


Just before the Folketing's closiig debate at the beginning of June, Finance 
Minister Svend Jakobsen estimated that the deficit on the DAU (operations, in- 
stallations and loans) budget within the overall budget would amount to 27.3 
billion kroner for i98l--that is, 10 billion kroner more than were estimated last 
year. 


If chat figure is compared with what can be expected to be cited as a 1982 budget 
deficit--perhaps a reduction of 7 or 8 billion kroner--it is evident that the 
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country's financial situation can only be calculated if the government allows 


a very wide margin for errore in estimating. Predictions, estimates and prognoses 
are falsified almost at the same moment they are launched. 


A Few Billion Kroner More Every Time 


In itself, there is nothing new in the fact that the DAU budget deficit increases 
with every fresh estimate that is made, but it moves faster every year. Where the 
1981 budget is concerned, it has been observed that every time a few months pass, 
a few billion extra kroner are added to the estimated deficit, and by next year we 
will therefore be moving from the twenties to the thirties. 


That is taking place regardless of the fact that the new budget proposal was worked 
out on the basis of reduced budgets. The budgeting framework for the outlays which 
are irregular is being reduced, in general, by 1 percent, but with the exception of 
defense and aid to developing countries. Furthermore, a postponement of some of 
the payments from the social pension fund is predicted. 


Interest on foreign debts confiscates an ever larger part of the state's resources, 
partly because such debts obviously have grown and partly because the interest 
rate--in the finance minister's own words'' is “extremely high." In addition to 
that, the government's income is declining, while expenditures that vary in accord- 
ance with the economic situation (for maintenance, aid in cash and political 
measures taken for so-called commercial and employment assistance, for example) 

are increasing. All that will be reflected in the columns of figures in the respec- 
tive accounts in thenew budget. It has just been sent to be printed very recently 
and will be published on 14 August. 


Party, Voters and Grass Roots 


During the first controversy in the press, the ideological debate in the Social 
Democratic Party had a somewhat languishing existence. As will be remembered, it 
was initiated ostentatiously by Ritt Bjerregaard in February with a speech in 

Oslo in which he stressed the party's role as a class-conscious party--a pragmatic 
attitude which Foreign Minister Kjeld Olesen repudiated in an open letter shortly 
afterward. As a “son of the family", Kjeld Olesen made it a point to keep the 
banner of their ideals high and to state emphatically that the workers’ movement 
is different from and something more than an economic personnel welfare department. 





At a meeting of the executive committee of the Social Democratic Party in the 
middle of March, there was criticism of the two ministers’ having publicly initi- 
ated a debate which could raise doubts as to the party's position. Party Chairman 
Anker Jorgensen remarked (obviously addressing his two argumentative ministers) 
that it probably would be best for debates of that kind to be initiated in the 
party. 


But what do we mean by the word "party"? Is it the organized members or is it the 
voters? The question is relevant since all the old parties will soon be experienc- 
ing a loss in membership for this year. 


In May, Minister of Housing Erling Olsen conceined himself with the mistakes of the 
Scandinavian Social Democratic par -s in a feature article in AKTUELT, stating 
that declines had been more conspi. * than replacement of those who had left the 
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parties. As one of the explanations for this, he said that “we listened to our 
party members too much and too Little to our voters.” On the number of members, 
which ie one-twelfth the total number of voters, he remarked that is is chiefly 
“the faithful" who have remained, and it may be that they will push the party so 
far to the left that it will lose some of ita support from the population. 


The organizing deputy chairman of the Social Democratic Party, Folketing member 
Inge Fischer Moller, has just etated that it is high time some life was breathed 
into the ideological debate. She admits that some people get frightened when a 
debate is stirred up outside of “the traditional channele.” Inge Fischer Moller 
herself chose a traditional channel--the party's newspaper, NY POLITIK--for pre- 
senting her views. She is abstaining from taking a position for one or the other 
man=--for Kitt or for Kjeld==-but she states emphatically that organizing is simply 
the key, or the skill, which is capable of getting the whole apparatus to function, 
But she also adds that it would be “unwise” to stop listening to grass-roots 
movements. 


On the other hand, according to the deputy chairman, there is good cause to 
demonstrate receptiveness toward the activities of those movements to a greater 
extent. 


Battle of the Sexes 


In the balloting, the Left Socialist Party decided what politicians should represent 
the party in the Folketing after the next election. 


If the election comes before 8 January 1982 and the party retains its six seats, 
the group will have the following structure: Preben Wilhjelm, Mikael Waldorff, 
Steen Folke, Anne Grethe Holmsgaard, Steen Tinning and Lone Thellesen. The first 
four are members of the Folketing. 


In the Left Socialist Party, they believe in the rotation principle to avoid overlong 
persistence in office by individuals. For that reason, membership in the Folketing 
is limited to 7 years. Therefore the Left Socialists have been compelled to put up 
an alternative ticket with 20 names this time. Consequently, in the party's num- 
erous sections, they are voting on the assumption that the Folketing election will 
not oe held until after 8 January 1982. If that is the case, the two members of 

the party whose faces are best known in the Folketing, Preben Wilhjelm and Steen 
Folke, will have to refrain from running for election. 


An election on those premises, with an unchanged number of 6 seats, will yield a 
Folketing group made up of the following: Mikael Waldorff, Anne Grethe Holmsgaard, 
Steen Tinning, Lone Thellesen, Thio Tyroll and Elisabeth Bruun Olsen. Thus, the 
last-mentioned group indicates that a sexual quota system was implemented, giving 
nalf of the seats to men and half to women. 


INFORMATION is able to report that, in the voting on nominees this time, there was 
crisscross voting among the various sections. The paper states that there was 
“antiauthoritarian"” behavior toward the organized sections of the party. But they 
also want to retain Wilhjelm and Folke as long as the law will permit. After that, 
the stage may be set for a battle of the sexes in the small, elite, left-wing party 
whose membership includes a large component from the weaker sex.

[Text] A number of Social Democrats are meeting today to form a group within the 
party whose membership comes from all over the country and runs obliquely through 
all the party's factions and whose purpose is to promote a real anti-military policy 
which rejects nuclear weapons and increased armament and works for the creation of 
disarmed and neutral areas in Europe which are free from nuclear weapons. The group 
is calling itself the SAM, which stands for "Social Democrats against Nuclear 
Weapons and Militarisa." 


This step was met with marked coldness by the top leadership of the party. The 
party's political deputy chairman and Folketing group chairman, Knud Heinesen, and 
the group's political spokesman, Mogens Camre, call the action of obtaining the 
support of like-minded people “superfluous.” In a comment which was transmitted 
over the Social Democratic news service on Friday, Heinesen substantiated his 
remarks by saying: "Social Democrats constitute the largest popular, and the most 
realistic, peace movement." He added that “no individual group within the Social 
Democratic Party should take out a patent on a peace policy, for that is the whole 
policy and basic idea of Social Democracy, and we should refrain from creating 
dissension about something on which there is no disunity." 


Organization Running Obliquely through the Party 


The formation of the SAM group is taking place at the initiative of two Social 
Democrats, Frits Feld, who is a member of the county council in Roskilde, and Sven 
Hansen, who is a rank-and-file party member in Haslev. They are holding a so-called 
regional meeting at Haslevgarden in Haslev today. Sven Hansen has told INFORMATION 
that it is not a question of starting a revolt in the party but of carrying out the 
organizing of debating groups running obliquely through the party which would be 
connected with the party's various internal organization. "We want to call atten- 
tion to ourselves as an antimilitary movement," Sven Hansen says. 


This step is described as a political “bomb" by unofficial party sources. The 
official launching of the SAM took place on Friday in the July number of the Social 
Democratic monthly newspaper DEMOKRATEN WEEKEND, which is published in western 
Sjaelland. The paper reproduces the SAM's statement of its political program, 
which is signed by Frits Feld and Sven Hansen. 














Zero Position 


In the statement of their program, the two who are taking this etep wrote that they 
wanted to promote a Social Democratic policy which contains the following objectives, 
among others: 

"Putting a stop to rearmament in Denmark and Europe and then starting a program 

of disarmament, with the following special goals in Denmark: 

~-Bring Denmark's military budgets down to the zero position in the next 5 years. 
~-Say an absolute ‘no’ to nuclear weapons in Denmark and Scandinavia in peacetime 
or wartime, 

~-Say an absolute ‘no’ to depots and the stationing of foreign troops in Denmark 
in peacetime, 

~-Start an active debate in our party regarding defense and the military which will 
lead to decisions in the Folketing that will set an actual and real program of 
disarmament of Denmark in motion in a short period of time--5 years, at a maximum. 
~-Seek to create a common attitude among the European Socialist and Social Demo- 
cratic parties which will lead to an active policy of disarmament in the Europe 

of the eighties, beginning with a common discontinuation (zero position) of military 
budgets in the individual countries before 1985. 

~=Initiate negotiations now for the total disarmament of Europe where nuclear 
weapons are concerned, conducted on European terms and at the initiative of the 
European, democratic, socialist parties. The goal shall be a Europe free of nuclear 
weapons in 1990. 

~-Investigate the possibility of bringing about areas free of nuclear weapons, and 
later neutral and disarmed, in Europe. Examples of such areas could be the Scan- 
dinavian countries, the part of theSoviet Union which borders on Finland and Norway, 
the Baltic countries, Poland, East and West Germany, Czechoslovakia, Austria, 
Hungary, Romania, Yugoslavia, Bulgaria, Italy, Albania and Greece. 


Self-Governing Groups 


In regard to the SAM's placement in the organization of the Social Democratic 

Party, the individuals taking this step wrote as follows: 

"The organization is being constructed in the form of a number of self-governing 
groups according to counties and districts. The organization's highest authority 
will be its national congress, to which all members of the SAM will be admitted, 

and where they will be entitled to speak and to vote. The national congress will 
elect a chairman or chairwoman, 4 secretary and treasurer and an accountant to its 
staff of national officers." It also appears from the proposed statutes »f the 

SAM that its executive body will hold meetings from two to four times a year, immed- 
iately before the meeting of its governing body. 


Finally, it is stated that the following, among other things, are the conditions 
‘or membership in the SAM: 


"That one is a member of a Social Democratic voters’ association. 


"That one will make an active effort to put the SAM's basic ideas into effect 
within all of the party's institutions. 


"That, as a member, one will work for the formation of SAM groups in all districts 
and in every county and for getting representatives of the SAM to try to get 
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elected to participate in the annual meetings and congresses and to positions in 
the governing body of the party. 


"The AM is not and must not be a lodge or a club for individuals whose enthusiasm 
for the party's ideals has been rekindled, but a forum for active, politically- 
conscious Social Democratic antimilitarists." 


The political spokesman of the Social Democratic Folketing group, Mogens Camre, 

has told INFORMATION that, even though he thinks the new group is superfluous, he is 
enthusiastic over the fact that a group of party members gets together to discuss 
defense and security policy. 


"But I want to warn against any attempts now to try to promote points of view which 
aim at unilateral disarmament," he says. "Something like that would only contribute 
to increasing the tension in our area. It is the Social Democratic Party's policy 
that disarmament should take place on a mutual basis and simultaneously. Anything 
else would be a conjuring trick of a policy and would put us in a position like the 
one that existed in 1940." 


It was not possible on Friday afternoon to obtain any comments from the Social 


Democratic Party's defense spokesman, Preben Steen Nielsen, or the party's organ- 
izing deputy chairman, Inge Fischer Moller.

PAPER CRITICIZES SDP CONGRESS FOR DEFENSE PLANK

{[Editorial: “Too Much Haste in Dispute Over Defense Expenditures") 


[Text] Our country's security policy has for a long time already been considered 
to be unambiguous and nearly indisputable. It is primarily nade ™m fron our for- 
eign policy, which is described as a peaceful policy of neutrality, as well as 
from our defense policy, according to which national defense is one of the support 
pillars of foreign policy. 


The reaiity of our security policy and Finland's international obligations require 
that we have a defense establishment. Its maximum size has already been defined 
by a peace treaty. Also because of the small size of our national economy and the 
expense of modern military equipment, a discussion of the kind of expenditures by 
which the defense establishment can be kept in satisfactory condition arises from 
time to time. 


No controversies or problems worth mentioning conceraing these issues came up in 
the 1970's. The parliamentary defense committees ceserve the credit for this 
situation. Those political or ideological differences of opinion which appear in 
all countries with respect to these types of issues have, on the other hand, been 
settled by these committees. 


The fact thet the parliamentary defense committees have accomplished unanimous or 
nearly unanimous compromises has presumably served the interests of the various 
groups in society very well. They have been able to concentrate their efforts on 
other questions, and the defense budget has not concerned them except with respect 
to dividing up the pie. 


Such a situation is good. Our society is not acquiring the traits of a military 
state since only i percent of the national income is being used for defense expend- 
itures. Also no one could have imagined that our country's defense could have 

any other traits except for those related to defense. And the fact that Finland's 
foreign policy is dominated by peaceful concerns is accepted by everyone in this 
country . 


This last spring witnessed the completion of the 3rd Parliamentary Defense Com- 
mittee's repcrt, which examines security policy and the position of the defense 
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SCetabiishment iff Hhe years i982" "86 After 4 thereugh clarification and compromi 
see Made wilh Ffeapect te economic issues, Hie Committee pi.,osed thet defense ex 
pengitures be inereased realisticaiiy 31.8 percent Guring the years of the above 
mentioned period, The propertion of defense expenditures in the yrce*® ational 
preduet would be 1.5 percent and full 5 percent of State expenditures, This 
compromise line also had the support of Wie Secial Demperatic Party leadership. 


A draft of the 60P's defense policy, platform prepared by the party ieadership was 
presented to the party congress in June. im the Graft it was stated that “the 
power reserves of eociety used for Gefense must be in 4&4 Gorrect relat joneh iy with 
the satisfaction Of ether needa” 


However, if the Gommittee concerned with Ghis issue at the party congress the 
Gratt was GQanged, a6 far 45 is known, after many Guestionabie phases, and at the 
party congress iteelf the following addition to the above-mentioned statement was 
approved ifn paseing: “Defense expenditures should be gauged in such a way that 
they GO not realistically tiee above the current level.” 


Thue the country’s largest party seems to have changed ite defense policy line from 
that proposed by the party leadership and in such 4 way that it is clearly differ- 
ent from what was proposed in the parliamentary defense committee in the spring. 
Thie wae 4 brilliant tedinical victory for the party's ieftwing, which includes a 
pacifist faetion worth consideration. Its symptomatic valve should not be un- 
Gerestimated since 4 surprisingly strong movement in the same direction, even 


though it remained in the minority, ale0 appeared iater in the Swedish Peoples Par~ 
ty congress. 


But is the new Gefense poiicy program of the Social Democratic Party, whidh was 
worked out in haste, Gperational in practice? it does not appear to be so. The 
revision of the daily allowance for conscripts is sufficient to justify this con- 
clue ion.

NAVY COMMANDER DISCUBR EE PLANS--Aceording to Rear Admiral Jan Kienherg the combat 
Ship @-project is the moet important goal of the future for the branch of service 
under Nise command. Klenberqg expressed his apinion ahout the mine ship on Thursday 
in Nordic Hall in conpection with Navy Day. Onee the naval wits were assembled 
on Katajanokka pier, it was apparent to any passer-by that combat ships are needed. 
A@mical Klenberg was compelled to confirm that the scrapping program easily exceeds 
the construction program and, for example, the elimination of the Dart ships and 
escort ships from the ranks would require new combat ships amounting to at least 
two squadrons, the prototype of which will be released unarmed to the navy next 
month. The new combat ship is 4 slightly less than %00-ton vessel, which will 

be equipped with anti-naval missiles. A decision has not yet been made on the 
type of weapons system that will be procured for the ships, but it would not be 
worth putting the shipe into service without missiles. Acaprding to the report 

of the Ird Parliamentary Defense Committee the navy's proportion of the next 
budget will be 10-12 percent of a1] defense expenditures and the approximately 

855 million markka sum allocated for the 5-year period is earmarked in the navy 

for the combat ship project. A fortified light plastic coast-quard vessel was 

also promised for Yhureday's exhibit at Kataianokka, but it was not there since the 


test vessel was “once again” inaperative.
